RAINFALL: ~ Comparing the 1945 rainfall with the mean for the previous 
years, it will be seen that April 12 (95) and May 115 (167) points 
gave the season a very poor start and, although June 19 (200) points 
was normal, the break did not come until the 49th of the month. ‘Then 
July 94 (191) was bad, August 174 (193) and September 137 (102) points 
were below average, and conditions gradually were becoming more serious. 
These serious conditions continued until the latter part of October 
when good rains fell, the total for the month bemmnc 176: (126) polivus 
and there were also good falls during November - 179 (96) points, the 
total for the period SpE EO Nevember being VO7ie (4250) points. The
